NOT INTERFERE 


Williamson Bros. Ask for Reprieve 
But Council Stands Pat 


At last night’s council meeting Mr. 
Short eppeared on behalf of Williamson 
Bros., asking that the council with- 


hold proceedings in the case now pend- 
ing in court against this firm. The 


action of the council and health de- 
partment, he said, was virtually in- 
tended to drive the firm out of theciy. 
The indugiry carried on was an im- 
portant one to the city and surround- 
ing community and had been estab- 
lished before the tity boundaries had 
been extended to inleude piggery and 
slaughter house. He acknowledged the 


establishment was of guch a nature it | 


was difficult to handle it without in- 
convenience — a piggery was by no 
means a geranium garden. No joclaity 
had as yet Deen set aside by the city 
for the advantageous location of such 
industries, and Williamson Bros. were 
merely waiting until railway facilities 
were assured that when they did lo- 
cate a new spite it would be perman- 
ent. Williamson Bros. had written the 
Health Department to find what ferms 
would be satisfactory for the mainten- 
ance of the piggery until they could 
provide a permanent site, but no an- 
swer came, and since the city itself 
had a place equally as bad in the nuis- 
ance ground it was like tne devilre- 
proving sin. The firm were merely

VERY SHORT IN WESTERN 
pi $ CANADA. 
" (Special to the Bulletin) 
Winnipeg, July 10.—Advices received | 

from the various railroad construction 
camps in western Canada indicate that 
labor is exceptionally scarce this sum- 
mer and wages are higher than ever 
before. This is due to the abnormal] 
activity in railroad construction — an 
activity that may be guaged by the 
fact that this season is likely io gee 
5,900 miles of track added to the rail- | 
way mileage of Canada aginst 500 
miles last season. When the harvest 
commences, which will be during the 
latter end of July, labor will be at a 
premium and thousands of men will 


ve required. This extensive devlopment 
has also caused a shortage of ties and 
prices for first class ties in Winnipeg 
at the present time range from 32 to 
49 cents each, and in the mountains 
from 22 to 26 cents. So far the orders 
placed by the various companies have 
been filled, ubt-there is a strong pos- 
‘ibility of ties becoming almost unob- 
tainable before many weeks. Mules are 
also in great demand, many carloads 
arriving every week from Missouri, 
Texas and other mule raising states, 
and it is reported that of late several 
of the large orders have been hard to 
fill.

‘CRITICAL CONDITION IN EGYPT. 


London, July 5.—Parliament and ihe 
country were given a surprise tonight 
by an unexpected and _ sensational 
speech by Sir Edward Grey, the for- 
eign secretary, on the situation in 
Egypt. An interesting debate on for- 
eign affairs had been anticipated when 
the House of Commons took up the 
foreign estimates, but on account of 
Russian and the Congo affair, rathec 
than Egypt. Atl other subjects, how- 
ever, were temporarily forgotten when 
the House realized the momentous 
character of Sir Edward Grey's deiiv- 
erance with regard to Egypt. Speaking 
in a solemn tone and amid a tense si- 
lence, the minister declared that the 
recent attack on British officers at 
Tantab, was not accidental, but a de- 
liberate manifestation of the fanatical 
spirit which had necessitated the 
strengthening of the garrison in Egypt 
and he added that unless the authority 
of Lord Cromer and the Egyptian gov- 
ernment were strongly upheld, it might 
lead to asijtuation requiring the adop- 
tion of such constitutional measures to 
meet the. emergency as would beé€s- 
pecially distasteful to the Liberal gov- 
ernment. 

During the consideration of the for- 
eign estimates several mémbers offer- 
ed criticisms, especially urging that a 
fjeet be not sent to Cronstadt. 

John Dillon, Nationalist, strongly de- 
nounced what he termed the brutal 
barbarism of flogging and executions 
in Egypt, accusing Sir Edward Grey | 
with a desire to cloak the affair. Sir 
Edward in a general reply, stated that 
al} foreign retationg Were friendly. With 
regard to the Egyptian affair, he ac- 
cepted full responsibility, and pointed 
oufit that danger might arise when deal- 
ing with eastern peoples, through d's-. 
cussions of this kind. The secretary 
proceeded to refer, to the growth of 
fanatica] feelingin Egypt and through- 
out North Africa recently, which 
might necessitate even further mea- 
sures to protect Europezns in Egypt 
and speaking in a solemn manner, siid 
“As things are now, Isay deliberately 
and with full sense of responsibility if 
parliament desires at this moment to 
weaken or destroy the authority of 
the Egyptian government, you wil 
come face to face with a,very serious 
situation. For should fanaticism get 
the better of constituted government, 
there might arise the necessity for ex- 
treme measures.” - 

Dealing with the Congo question, 
the foreign secretary said he dis- 
trusted the proposed reforms, becaus? 
the system was wrong. He disiiked 
trading companies, and believed the 
root of the whole mischief was in the 
system: under which the siate itself 
was a trading company and monopo- 
list companies held administrative 
power. If other powers join 
Great Britain in insisting upon re- 
forms, the government would welcome 
them. If the Congo state talked of 
its right, Sir Edward said Great Bri- j 
tain also had rights. The question of 
the reservation of foremost areas for 
private properties: must be dealt with. 
He believed it would be beneficial to 
resume British consular jurisdiction 
but, it would be discouraging Eelgiuin 
from taking over the Congo govern- 
ment and therefore he thought the gov- 
ernment should wait, but they could 
not wait forever.

eign secretary said he felt assured 
that the central government of Russia 
neither was aware of or had connived 
at the recent unfortunate occurrenc?s.

Winnipeg, Man., July i0.—A par cy of 
Indian chiefs from British Coiumbia, 
are now crossing Canada en route to 
England, where they will visit King 
Edward to place before him certain 
grievances against their white protec- 
tors. All the important chiefs of the 
Pacific province are in the party with 
the exception of Chief Louis Good, of 
Nanaimo. They are making the trip 
in a leisurely maner, stopping off at 
certain places to pick up other dele- 
gates who were unable to attend the | 
rendezvous near Vancouver. These 
Indians claim they have no complaint 
to make against the Indian agents, but 
wish to get certain privileges granted 
regarding the game laws in British | 
Columbia as they claim almost all 
kinds of game and fish are practically 
extinct on their reservations. The 
chiefs are very reticent over their pans 
but it is said they will ask the king 
to grant them the right to bunt an 
fish over all waste crown lands as 
promised them by Lord Dufferin when 
he was governor-general of Canada. 
Chief Joe Capilano is leader of the par- 
ty and is accOmpanied by several Indian 
agents who will act as interpreters.
